Callem and Dr. Wells were summoned. 
When they reached the scer.e about 
12:15 o'clock Rupp wa.s unconscious 
and very near death. By means of 
hyperdermic 
injections 
of morphine 


and strychnine, and internal applica- 
tions of whiskey, the patient was fin- 
ally restored to consciousness. 


This is not Rupp's first attempt to 


end his life. 


A few days ago he went and bought 


ft pistol. He was prevented from shoot- 
ing himself by Henry Harmon, keeper 
of a grocery store near where Rupp 
lives. 
Harmon took the pistol away 


from Rupp who then wer.t home. 


Testerdny he went out to the .barn 


and swallowed the contents of a four- 
ounc* bottle of lysol. He then went in- 
to the house. 


Rupp was discovered by his dausrh- 


rer, Miss Anna Rupp. u-ho -vas at- 
tracted to his room hy his grcsns. Up- 
on reaching the room, she found him 
lying on his bed apparently Fuffering 
intense .agony. 
An empty bottle was 


lying near him. Fearing the worst fhf 
asked him if he had taken its con- 
tents'. He answered, "Tou toet I did," 
and save a terrific groan. 
The girl 


asked her father what his sufferings 
were 
like and he answered that it 


Feeme<3 as though needles were pierr- 
ing his body. With these words he be- 
came unconscious. His dau^h'er hur- 
riedly summoned the physicians above 
named, who are still working over him. 
He is in a. very weak condition and but 
little hope is maintained for his recov- 
ery. 


When asked his reason for th«! act, he 


sta-ted'that he had become despondent 
'over the loss of his position in the bo- 
j-ax mines north of Frultvale, v.-here ho 
had been working for the p;ist four 
years.

EDITOR TRIBUNE—The day has evi- 


dently grone by when Justice could be 
properly represented as blindfolded. The 
bandage has either fallen from her eyes, 
or It is composed of such thin material 
that she is able to discriminate very 
accurately between homespun and broad- 
cloth, rags and fine linen, and can plain- 
ly discern whether the chins of her sup- 
plicants are cleanly shaven or covered 
with a week's growth. 
Is It possible for an unbiased individ- 
ual to read the accounts of the sentenc- 
ing- of McKowen, taken in connection 
with that of other prisoners at the same 
bar, without a strong feeling of indigna- 
tion and a bluah of shame? 
We are told that "the Judge was vis- 
ibly affected" by the plea of McKowen's 
attorney. 
But there was no eloquent ad- 
vocate to plead with equal pathos and 
effect for the man who. with far more 
excuss for wrong-doing, and possibly be- 
cause of sore' need, had etolen a sum In- 
finitesimal In comparison with that for 
which 
McKowen 
received 
an almost 
equal- sentence. 
Was the fact that one of these men 
was ill-clad, unshaven and ignorant ac- 
tually deemed a BOod and sufficient rea- 
son for making his punt»hm»nt practi- 
cally as ereat as that of the man who 
had stolen six,ty thousand. 
One can at 
ieast draw no other conclusion from the 
printed reports, for the contrast between 
the two men In these particulars was 
especially pointed out- and urged as an 
argument for icrivjng ane man of gentle- 
manly appearance as light a sentence as 
possible! If we are not to draw such an 
inference, the published reports of the 
proceeding wpre most unfortunately stat- 
ed. Here was a man, carefully educated. 
Bui-rounded with influences which should 
havo conduced to the development of a 
noble character, who was holdlnz a po- 
sition of honor and trust and drawing a 
salary 
sufficient 
for 
every legitimate 
want, and yet who had bnen for years 
systematically and deliberately stealing, 
not because of pressing: neerl, not be- 
cause of a sudden Irresistible temptation, 
but In order that he might (-satisfy a 
propensity for gambling! 
* The other man had enjoyed none of 
the advantage!! which fortune so lavish- 
ly bestowed upon her favorite; he was 
not educated, did not "bear the evidence 
of having: associated with men of cul- 
ture." .had, no doubt, often' known both 
cold and hunger, and in a moment of 
weakness he yielded to temptation. 
But McKowen was a man of refine- 
ment. 


The. 
other was ill-clad and unshaven. 
Great stress -was also laid upon the 
fact that the gentlemanly prisoner was 
also repentant. 
Is there any evidence 
that the other would not also have been 
deeply, touchingly and humbly repentant i 
had he been calculating enough and fool- } 
Ish enough to believe that it would In i 
the least degree mitigate bis sentence? 
But he knew only too well thn.t he could 
not In that way gain sympathy or even 
pity, so lor.g as he was ragged and ill- 
favored. 


Ho, alas! was not "a man of refine- 
ment." . And so we have the spectacle 
of a man whose career of crime has 
been one of the boldest and most Inex- 
cusable In the annals of the State, and 
In whose behalf exists not a single ex- 
tenuating circumstance, receiving a sen- 
tence of less than five years' Imprison- 
ment, purely on account of sentiment 
and the sympathy excited by his gentle- 
manly appearance. 
Yet men are every 
day, in all the cities of our land, given 
longer sentences for stealing a few hun- 
dreds. 
Clearly the old command. "Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness," la antiquated and out of 
fashion. 
We must now teach our child- 
ran a new code, "Seek ye ilrst of ail re- 
finement and culture, and all things shall 
come your way." 


When Oakland erects a new City Hall, 
would it not be well to surmount the 
same with a statue of Justice, without 
her bandage, and holding in her hands a 
pair of balances containing on the lower 
side a dress suit case?

PLANNING 
TO 
BEAUTIFY 


RESIDENCE SECTION. 


Hillside Club Has Great Plans for 


the Section North of the 


University Grounds. 


BERKELEY, February 18.—With the 


Object «in view of preserving the freat 
natural beauty of the district north of 
the' State University srrounds. the Hill- 
side Club, composc-d of residents of the 
Scenic tract, has interested Itself in thr 
character of the buildinsrs to be erected 
from time to time In the locality. Bo 
In tamest are the club member* in hav- 
ing dwellings built to harmonize with 
the surroundings that they will go au 
far as 
to 
furnish 
plans for suitable 
houses. 
Painted structures are tabooed bv the 
Hillside Club, which advocates unpainted 
shingles and boards that the resulting 
soft gray tones may harmonize with the 
landscape. 
The full views of the club, which is 
not In the least mercenary In UK mo- 
tives, are set forth in the following cir- 
cular that has been prepared by Chariot 
Keeler, the well known Califoi nla poet. 
who is the president of the,club: 
The Hillside Club of Berkeley han for 
Its object tlift beautifyins of the district 
north of the University grronrds. 
Thr 
following suggestions embody tl~e thouglil 
of many of the memb«r,s on the subject 
of streets, pardons and architecture-: 
Streets winding up the hills on easy 
grades arf preferable to thfi streets lak? 
out at ri^Mt angles, regardless of natu- 
ral contours. 
In laying1 out streets, the 
preservation of the natural bo-auties of 
stream beds and live onks is desirable. 
even at sacrifice of symmetry of the 
roadway. 
A uniformity in street planting is of 
great importance. 
No unit less than a 
block should be considerr-d. 
\Vhern fo- 
liage 01; the street obstructs the view 
from honors above, it is suggested that 
uvnall trees, such ns hawthorn-1:, birch OP 
or palms, bo planted fifty 
feat apart, 
and 
i he Intervening sidewalk space be 
uniformly planted in flowers, such ay a 
block of geranium of one color, or some 
flowering vine. 
The use 
of 
loss 
than 50 fe<?t by 120 
feet of land for ri house is strongly dep- 
rc'cated. 
The p]ncii:tr of houses on a 
block of lanri niay be well studied rela- 
tively, taking; into 
rnnsIHeration sun- 
Ught, view and general off net "f group- 
Ing. Thus, if a block had six lots front- 
Ing' n. street, the houses on the 
two 
corners 
might 
be> plnccd forward 
am! 
the other four backward on the lot. mak- 
ing' a hollow square In front, to be treat- 
ed In effect like one garden. 
It Is suggestf-cl that nt U-ast a. portion 
of tho garden be sequestered, giving the 
privacy of nn open-air room.

The controlling thought in hoi:se build- 
Ing should bo simplicity and 
Konulni?- 


nCKS. 
Avoid meaningless and insincere 
ojTiampnt. 
Build of simple, tin-tiral ma- 
terials, and stiive for beauty in mass and 
proportion, in tho foncRiu ration and dis- 


trlbution of windows and in the lines of 
the roof. A low house can more easily 
be made picturesque than a high one. 
Wide eaves are especially to be prized 
for their shadows. 
Much safer than the oil paint, which 
generally looks hard and characterless in 
tone, is the natural material left with- 
out coating. 
Clinker-brick, dull stone or 
wood left untreated will all harmonize 
with the colors of nature and form a pic- 
turesque composition with the surround- 
ing landscape. 
Shingles are probably the 
best and safest covering tor an inexpen- 
sive home, and If left unstained will 
darken to a. soft, unobtrusive color. 
The 
house may then be gaily adorned with 
flowering vines, which can be kept off 
the walls by screens of wire mesh on 
timber frames. If plaster Is used it may 
be toned to 
some 
warm harmonizing 
shade by tho application of water-color 
paint. 
White, trimmings unduly empha- 
size portions of the house, and prevent 
the whole from toning with the hills and 
the; gardens. 
A lower story southern porch, unroofed, 
or an eastern porch, sheltered with vines, 
and large cncuffh to be used as an out- 
door sitting room, is a great addition to 
the comfort of the home. 
The use of wood for interior walls, and 
especially of 
broad 
slabs 
of redwood 
treated,, only with a wax dressing, and 
with more or less of tl;e constructive 
timbers exposed, is strongly recommend- 
ed. 
A large open fireplace of simple 
material ar.d without. ornament, unless 
this be specially 
designed and hand- 
wrought, is a good key-note for the 
large Jiving room. 
For general types of architecture, the 
Swiss chalets, old English, old Nurem- 
berg, old Italian and old Spanish houses 
may well be studied for suggestion and 
inspiration. 
*, 
Jn house planning it i& well to consult 
a good architect, and the HULilde Cluh 
has a number of architects of taste and 
ability among 
its members. 
But for 
those who cannot afford an architect, or 
who -wish to plan their own home, the 
club Is collecting prints, pamphlets and 
bool«s that will be helpful and suggest- 
ive. 
Those may be seen by consulting 
Mrs. Potwin. principal of the Hillside 
school. The club, both through its com- 
mittees and through its individual mem- 
bers, will be glad to assist any one who 
may apply for co-operation in the mat- 
ter of planning a home or a garden.

Merriam Kellogg, 
college 
professor, 


pioneer and a retired deputy collector 
of the port of San Francisco,-died late 
yesterday afternoon at his home, 2413 
Bancroft way. l3eath was due to heart 
disease from which he had been suffer- 
ing for some time. He was a native of 
Reading, Penn., and was 74 years of 
age, having been born in September, 
1829. 


Although he graduated from Colunr- 


bla College with the degree of bachel- 
or of arts in 1848, young Kellogg was 
attracted ,by the California gold 
ex- 
citement and in the 
following 
year 
sailed around the 
horn. He 
subse- 


quently grave up mining and became a 
professor In the old College of Califor- 
nia o£ Oakland, which finally develop- 
ed into the State University. 


From 1864 to 18S4 he was a deputy 
collector at the port of San Francisco. 
During: the past fe\v years he had been 
interested in a number of 
mercantile 


concerns, and at the time of this death 
was at. thu head of a large tea house In 
San Francisco. 


Mr. Kellogg is survived by a daugh- 


ter, Miss Minnie Keliogg. the only rel- 
ative on this coast.

reports the war spirit at a, tremen- 
dous height in Japan and predicts suc- 
cess for the little brown men in their 
struggle with the armies of the Oxur. 
When seen at his home in Berkeley 
today, he said: 


"The Hongkong Maru arrived in Ko- 


bl on January 10th last, and already 
the war spirit was running high and 
Japan was mobilizing her army and 
fleets ready to strike the first, blow. 
Guarding the entrance and exits to 
the inland sea were Japanese warships 
and ail around could he seen the hur- 
ried preparations 
for the impending 


conflict. 
AVe were no: molested here, 
however, nox at Nagasaki but 
when 


we reached Tokohoma, the command- 
er of the Japanese fl"et boarded out- 
vessel and announced that the gov- 
ernment would have to use it for war 
purposes. 
"VVe were bundled ashore 


and compelled to wa^t for an American 
steamer to take us home while 
the 
Hongkong Maru was converted into a 
Japanese 
cruiser 
whh eleven guns. 


Two 
more of the bo its of the same 


line were seized by the government 
and converted into dispatch boats. 
"At YokohoniH the war spirit 
was 


intense and the whole city was aflame 
with the war spirit.

streets the people paraded night and 
day clamoring for war. This was on

30th oE January and hostilities 
had n o t . yet been de-lured, although 
active preparations for the war were 
already in progress.
